In other words, it is timo for tho 
American people to reason together as 
members of a great nation whloh can 
promise them a contlnuanco of protection 
and safety only so long a« Its solvency is 
unsuspected, its honor unsullied and tho 
io^dness 
of its money xmquestloned. 
Those things are ill oxchauged for the il- 
lusions of ft debased currency and ground- 
less hopo of advantages to bo gained by a 
disregard of our financial credit and com- 
mercial standing among tjio nations of tho 
world. 


''If our people woro iaolatod from all 
others, and if tho question of our currency 
could be treated without regard to our ro- 
latlons to other countries, Its character 
would be a matter of comparatively llttlo 
importaure.

At St. Bartholomew's 
Hospital, 
London, an ingenious hot-air bath is 
now in use for the treatment of 
sprains, inflamed joints due to gout or 
rheumatism, and similar affections. It 
consists of a copjier cylinder about 
three feet long and eighteen inches in 
diameter, which will hold an arm up 
to the shoulder or a leg up to the mid- 
dle of the thigh; it stands on an iron 
frame, and is heated by gas burners 
placed underneath, so that the temp- 
erature can be raised to 3D0 or dU3 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
The patient is 
placed in an arm chair at one end of 
the cylinder, the limb is introduced, 
and the joint made air tight by a rub- 
ber band. 
No discomfort is felt up to 
250 degrees, until perspiration sets in, 
when the moibtura has a scalding ef- 
fect, which IS relieved by opening tho 
further end of the cylinder and let- 
ting the moisture evaporate. 
A sit- 
ting usually lasts forty minutes, The 
immediate effect is a greatly increased 
circulation in the part treated, pro- 
fuse local perspiration, and relief from 
pain.—New York Sun.

George D. Basehoar, of near Lit- 
tlestown, one of the 06unty Commis- 
Bioners and a director of the Littles- 
town Savings Institution, last Tues- 
day confessed judgement at Gettys- 
burg, in favor of his wife, in tbe sum 
of $27,500. 
This money Mrs. Base- 
boar inherited and she is justly enti- 
tled to it- 
Mr. Basehoar is perfectly 
solvent and will pay his portion of the 
loss sustained 
by the Littlestown 
Bank, as well as any other debts he 
may owe. 


Gettysburg borough laid a pave- 
ment before the property of H. D. 
Scott, which cost $145.50. They at- 
tempted to collect the bill, with 20 
per cent, penalty added, and failed, 
on account of several defects in tbe 
notice and the fact that the notice was 
not legally served. 
The authorities 
have compromised with Mr. Scott for 
$55, the borough paying the costs, 
$11.50. This leaves the borough over 
one hundred dollars out of pocket by 
the transaction.

with the timber work as rapidly as 
possible. 
The engines and dynamos 
are soid to be on the way, and it is 
confidently asserted that the present 
line will be in operation by May 1st.

from different sections of the country 
at that time. 


Among the statements made is that 
work will be pushed to the Maryland 
line in time for the summer travel, 
that fifteen new cars have betn con- 
tracted for and that arrangements 
have been made with the Turnpike 
Company for use of that road, rumor 
saying that a controlling int^rest in 
the stock has been purchased.

The Russian Relief Committee at 
Zurich, Switzerland, has received a 
letter from Countess Tolstoi in ac- 
knowledgement of the last contribu- 
tions sent from Zurich. 
She says ^er 
husband has founded 100 new kitchens 
with the committee's aid and serves in 
them two plain hot meals daily. 
The 
Countess says more than 5000 are fed 
•daily. 


The ravages of the famiine through- 
out Russia she describes as unabated 
in horror. 
Thousands of peasants in 
in Soutlieastern Russia are making 
every effort to emigrate to the United 
States, but many of them are unable 
to sell their belongings for enough to 
pay their way. 
The German peasants 
from the Volga regions are moving 
out in great numbers. 
In each village 
through which the bands of colonists 
pass they are besieged by crowds of 
men and'women • trying to sell their 
ploughs or clothing, so as to get mon- 
ey enough to enable them to leave the 
country. 
The 
colonists, however, 
have no money for bying. 
In the 
the Volga region 85 per cent, of the 
cows and oxen andj^one-third of the 
horses have died for lack of food. 


Members of the Relief Committee 
says that stories of maladministration 
by the present authorities are reported 
almost daily. 
In Rowno the Govern- 
ment hashoo,000 roubles at its dis- 
posal, yet has not done a thing for the 
starving poor in and around the city. 
There was not a public relief kitchen 
in the place until the Red Cross op- 
ened one recently with money sent 
from Zurich. 


The peasants in Southern Russia, 
who are too poor to move are beseech- 
ing the district authorities for seed for 
the 
Spring planting, but have ob- 
tained no response. 
The authorities 
say that the peasants would eat the 
seed as soon as they got it and then 
would want more for the fields. 


In Jelatomsk the farm cattle have 
died out almost completely, so that 
little can be done toward raising crops. 
Reports from Omsk, in Asiatic Russia, 
say the whole city has been 
turned 
into a hospital for the patients and 
that persons are dying by the score 
without nurses or physicians. 


In Western Russia, near the Ger- 
man and Austrian frontiers, the mis- 
ery of the of thee population has been 
aggravate by the troops advancing 
toward^ the border. 
A regiment of 
soldiers is often billeted upon a village 
of about 3000 or 4000 inhabitants for 
forty eight hours. 


Much uneasiness is felt by American 
stock owners, and particularly by the 
Department oT Agriculture, on account 
of a serious outbreak of foot and mouth 
disease among the sheep in Great Brit- 
ian. 
The disease, it is staled at the 
department, was first detected in the 
London markets on Febraary 4, and, 
although prompt measures were adopt- 
ed with a view to suppressing it, it soon 
found its way into the neighboring dis- 
tricts of the counties of Kent, Sussex 
and Surrey. 


In spite of every precaution which 
the Bruish Government was able to 
adopt the contagion continued to spread 
and has now reached Scotland, where 
the counties of Lanark, Renfrew, Stir- 
ling, Dumbarton and Midlothian have 
been declared infected. 
Many sheep 
are imported into the United 
States 
from Great Britian and, as the animals 
are very subject to the contagion of 
foot and mouth disease, it is feared 
that it will be introduced by them into 
the United States in spite of the quar- 
antine now enforced. 


If the disease continues to prevail in 
Great Britian it will no doubt be nee 
essary, it is said, for the Government 
of the United States to entirely pro- 
hibit the introduction of cattle, sheep, 
goats and swine until the outbreak has 
been completely suppressed. 


This disease does not exist on the 
A^merican Continent and it would be a 
national calamity to have it introduced, 
as every animal that is in the least ex- 
posed to it becomes diseased. 


William Free, 60 years old, a stone 
mason, living at Valley Forge, is cutting 
his third set of teeth. 
For some years 
past nearly all of the -ncisors and mo- 
lars in both the upper and lower jaws 
have been missing, and he has been 
masticatmg his food with his bare gums. 
About January i he felt a painful sen- 
sation in the upper jaw, and upon in- 
vestigation found that a tooth was cut- 
ting its way through and is now a full- 
fledged 
tooth, with indications that 
others will follow shortly. 


Monday morning the gigantic fly- 
wheel at the Cincinnati (O.) Elec.ric 
Light works burst with destructive ef- 
fect. 
It was 24 feet high and weighed 
24 tons. 
It smashed the $io,ooosieam 
engine, destroyed the office, crushed 
several dynamos and knocked out one 
side of the building. 
The direct loss 
is $20,000. 
There were narrow escapes 
but no one was hurt.

A Gettysburg dispatch to the Phil- 
adelphia Press sftye: "The Adams 
County Republican Convention met 
here to-day (Monday) and in two hours 
completod its work and adjourned. 


Theodore McAllister was chosen 
president, with Captain McGinlov and 
George M. Smith as Tice-prteidents, 
and Rol>ert Currons and George 
Young as secretaries. 
Forty live del- 
egates wore present. 
After the Com- 
mittee on lieaolutions bad been ap- 
pointed, it was moted that no delfi- 
gates be chosen until after the reso- 
lutions had been adopted. 
The reso- 
lutions indorsed the National Repub- 
lican Administration, the McKinloy 
bill. reciprocity, the Sherman silver 
bill, the course pursued in the Chili 
difficulty and in the Behring Sea con- 
troversy. 
The two last sections were 
as follows: 


"Resolved, That the delegates to 
the National Republican ^invention 
be instructed to give eflect to these 
resolutions by BO voting and acting 
as to promote the renomination of 
President Harrison. 


"Resolved, That the delegates this 
day elected to the State Convention 
are instructed to vote for delegates at 
large who will vote iu National Con- 
vention for the renomination of Pres- 
ident Harrison. 


"The resolutions were unanimous- 
ly adopted. 


James Hersh and George D. Thorn 
were chosen delegates to the State 
Convention to be held on April 20th, 
without opposition. 'Squire Beals, of 
York Springs, moved that they be in- 
structed to vote for Hon. W, F. Sad- 
ler of Carlisle for Judge of the Su- 
preme Court. 
Here the anti-instruc- 
tionists 
determined to test their 
strength and opposed the binding in- 
structions. 
After considerable talk 
the motion was withdrawn. 


''John C. Lower, of Mcknightstown, 
and D, B. Alleman, of Littlestown, 
were nominated for delegates to the 
National Convention, and Lower won 
by 38 to 5. 


"Ellis Cook, of New Oxford, moved 
that the paragraphs instructing the 
delegates to support Harrison be re- 
considered. 


"The convention had nominat(^d 
Quay and Cameron men and instruct 
ed them to vote for Harrison. 
Hersh 
is one of the famous 306 and Thorn a 
prononnced Quayite. 
The antiin 
atructionists, through Cook, who did 
all the talking and made at least a 
dozen speeches, put their opposition 
on the ground that the delegates were 
men of such integrity that they ought 
to be able to represent the wishes of 
the people without being instructed 
as to what those wishes were The 
convention thought differently, and 
after forty minutes' discussion, during 
which it was suggested that if the 
delegates were opposed to going under 
instructions they could decline the 
honor, a vote was taken and those 
favoring reconsideration lost by a vote 
of 4: to 39. 


"The County Committee was then 
empowered to fill any vacancies that 
should occur in the delegation as elect- 
ed and the convention adjourned. 


"Some of the delegates are already 
trying to evade the instructions for 
Harrison and to distort them into a 
mere expression of preference. Har- 
rison is the almost unanimous choice 
of Adams County Republicans."

But except the respectable matrons 
who brood and guard

families, and here and there in the 
yard a strutting rooster with a few 
wives in his train, the fowls are all 
under full maturity. 
At all times of 
the year, from the little puft-balls that 
have just broken shell to the hobby- 
dehoy state of chicken youth, they 
are visible in their thousands. 
Past 
this stage they enter the manufactur- 
ing yards—the fatting farms. 


But, as from Heathfield

try vans, an average of between thirty 
and forty tons of dead ijoultry are 
dispatched weekly, so the everywhere 
present fowls can supply but a small 
purt of the raw materials needed by 


The fatting coops are ranged in 
alleys or, perhaps, in small businesses, 
round gardens—some under cover, 
some not—on posts three feet from 
the ground. 
The small man has his 
ten dozen or so of fowls undergoing 
process, some of the largest several 
thousand dozen. 
Only the larger 
ones deal in ducks, geese and turkeys, 
the others confining themselves en- 
tirely to chickens. 


At feeding time the fatter wheels 
his cramming machine among the pens, 
takes out each bird in turn, fits the 
feeding-tube some eight inches down 
its throat and, with his foot, pumps 
the crop full, disengages the tube,and 
puts the bird back in the pen. 
The 
raijidity with which this is done by a 
good workman is astonishiug, 
the 
knack of handling the birds wonder- 
ful. 


In spring, chickens are taken in 
hand at about thirteen weeks old, 
later in the year a bit older, and are 
crammed for about three weeks with a 
mixture of ground oatn, fat and milk. 
As running birds, picking by the way- 
side with but small 
allowance of 
ground oats, they are muscular and 
athletic; in the course of two or three 
M'eeks' fatting they ])ut on flesh at a 
great rate, and it is this rapidly man- 
ufactured flesh that gives its delicacy 
to the ''Surrey" fowl. 
One of tho 
peculiarities of 
tho trade 
js that 
though the birds como principally 
from Kent and Ireland, and are of 
Sussex manufacture, they are known 
us "Surrey chicken," 
When they are 
fatted enough for the market they are 
intended for—what is called "half 
lat" for some of the watering-places, 
or "full fat" for London, thun comes, 
the process of killing, iducking, etc. 
This was formerly done by "chicken 
butchers," men who went from farm 
to farm for that only—but now it is

Provido for this soup three pounds 
of the neck of mutton, two quarts of 
water, one quart of milk, half a cap- 
ful of rice, a cupful of stewed toma- 
toes, two slices of carrot, an omon, 
three teasjooonfuls of salt, half a tea- 
si^oonful of pepper, a tablesi»oonful of 
flour and a tablespoonful of butter. 


Seo that the meat is i^erfectly clean 
and free from fat. 
Put it into a soup 
pot with the rice, vegetables and cold 
water, and heat slowly to the boiling 
point. 
When the liquid beginsto boil 
skim it carehiDy, then cover the soup 
pot closely, aud set back where its con- 
tents will cook {gently for four hours.
